W H AT DOUBTFUL.

TERDAY AFTERNOON. 


NEWS OF A PERSONAL NATURE. 


Spark Caught From Passing T rain— 
Sixty Men Fought Flames 
and 
Saved Buildings - Hundred Rods of 
Fence, Stan ing Corn and 
Fifty 
Tons of Hay Burned. 


The most serious ground fire th at 
has occurred in this vicinity as a result 
of the long drought raged at Fellows 
sib lion between this c'ty and Evans­ 
ville on the cut-off yesterday after­ 
noon. starting at one o’c lo c k . 
It is 
said th at it caught from the sparks of 
a passing train. 
It spread rapidly 
through the dead grass during the 
afternoon burned over three hundred 
acres, reducing to ashes hundreds of 
rods of fence and fifty tons of hay,and 
seriously injuring considerable stand­ 
ing corn.

Is a Last Discovery. 
From the Chautauquan: 
It is very 
noteworthy that many nations, races 
and castes lowest in civilization have 
for a long time protected themselves 
against poisoning from snajte bites by 
a method which never until the present 
time, the twentieth century, has been 
discovered 
by 
European 
scientists. 
The races of Psyller in Africa, Morser 
in Italy and Guner in India ages ago 
possessed a means to insure themselves 
against poisoning from 
snake 
bites, 
and today there are people who are 
not harmed by snake poison, if 
we 
may believe the descriptions of travel­ 
ers. Such are the negroes on the Gui­ 
nea coasts, the race of Elsower 
in 
Barbary, some fakirs and snake charm­ 
ers in India, the inhabitants of Ma- 
zambique and some Kaffirs in South 
Africa. 
The means used by all these 
people to secure immunity from snake 
venom consist in taking as medicine 
the venom, either fresh or dried, from 
the venom-glands of snakes. The ma­ 
jority eat the venom, but in Mozam­ 
bique the same result is gained by in­ 
oculating with it. 
That these people 
really 
do 
make 
themselves 
proof 
against snake bites in this way seems 
to be sure beyond a doubt. 
Although 
this method was made known long age 
in Europe by travelers, nobody seem­ 
ed to take any notice of it until the 
experiments of Pasteur and his school 
had demonstrated the possibility of 
Utilizing it. 
Then scholars began to 
ftudy the effects on animals of feeding 
snake venom and of inoculating with 
it, and te convert into scientific capi­ 
tal the avowals of these fakirs, Kaf­ 
firs, etc.

Sirs. B orer Gives T im ely D irections for 
P a ttin g Up F ruit. 
In the Ladies’ Home Journal Mrs. S. ? 
T. Rorer writes on “Canning and Pre­ 
serving.” 
At the outset of her lesson 
she emphasizes the value of securing 
perfectly sound and fresh fruits, and 
the necessity of getting the cans and 
canning appurtenances in readiness in 
advance. 
“To prevent breakage when 
filling the jars,” Mrs. Rorer advises 
that they be slipped “sidewise into a 
kettle of hot water, 
rolling them so 
that every part may be quickly and uni­ 
formly heated. 
Fold a damp towel, 
Other I Place it in the bottom of a pudding pan, 
then near the preserving kettle; stand 
a jar on the towel, and if the fruit is 
small adjust the funnel; fill quickly to 
overflowing. 
Run a heated silver knife 
around the inside of the jar, to break 
any air bubbles (that may have been 
caught with the fruit, and adjust the 
rubber, then lift the lid from the hot 
water and place it 
at once. 
If large 
fruit fill with a wooden spoon, arrang­ 
ing the fruit so that the weight of one 
piece will not destroy the shape of an­ 
other. 
Fill to overflowing with the li­ 
quid, water or syrup, and fasten tightly. 
After sealing stand the Jars out of a 
draught over night. 
The glass by that 
time will have contracted, and the lids 
will, In consequence, be loose. 
Wipe 
each jar carefully, and give the top an 
extra turn. 
Put away in a cool, not 
cold, dark closet. 
At the end of a week 
examine each jar 
carefully, without 


essary. 
If you find the lids slightly in­ 
dented, the contents free from air bub­ 
bles or froth, and the liquid settled, you 
may rost assured ‘they will keep.’ 
If 
you do not find it so, open the Jars to 
prevent bursting. 
Reheat the fruit, be­ 
ing careful to bring it to a boiling point 
and recan.”

T he Vast Sums P aid to 
Grand 
and 
D uchesses. 
The correspondent of the London 
Times at St. Petersburg has obtained 
from official sources some interesting 
facts as to the income of the Russian 
royal family. It appears that Emperor 
Paul I. set aside a vast amount of land­ 
ed property under the name of the im­ 
perial appanages for the sole benefit of 
all grand dukes and grand duchesses 
not in the direct line of succession, 
while the sovereign and the heir appar­ 
ent, together with their respective fam­ 
ilies, were to be supported out of the 
funds of the state. These appanages of 
the imperial family now cover the enor-, 
mous total area in different parts of 
Russia of 21,000,000 acres. 
This 
in­ 
cludes 15,000,000 acres of wood and for­ 
est, producing yearly more than 5,000,- 
000 rubles. The total annual revenue 
of the imperial appanages reaches 20,- 
000,000 rubles and, with forty-six mem­ 
bers of the imperial family to support, 
the expenditure at present amounts to 
a yearly average of more than 5,000,- 
000 rubles. The appanages are distinct 
from extensive private property and 
from the crown or state domains, ad­ 
ministered by the minister of agricul­ 
ture, 
and 
they 
do 
not 
contribute 
toward the annual expenditure of the 
imperial court, amounting, as far as it 
can be ascertained, to about 15,000,000 
rubles, nor toward providing dowries 
for imperial grand duchesses. 
Before 
the emancipation of the serfs, the ap­ 
panages possessed 800,000 peasants, who 
paid annually in land and poll taxes for 
the benefit of the imperial family near­ 
ly 3,000,000 rubles. 
The department of 
imperial appanages has since become 
the largest land proprietor, the largest 
agriculturist, the largest wine-producer 
in the empire. Its industrial enterpris­ 
es in timber, sugar, cotton and other 
products are growing on a proportion­ 
ately large scale. During a century of 
existence it has furnished the collateral 
branches of the imperial house with 
altogether 236,000,000 rubles.

M. Filou tells us how this celebrated 
I author devoted IOO louis of his salary 
j as senator toward pensioning an old 
prefect of Louis Philippe who had been 
ruined by the revolution of 1848, aud 
j how for 20 years he assisted aud pro- 
! tected a humble sculptor in whom he 
had become interested. 
M. Filou relates an incident of Meri- 
; mee’s childhood that shows how sus- 
j ceptible his nature was to strong im- 
; pressious, aud how responsible older 
people, 
aud particularly parents, are 
for the development of certain traits in 
children. 
When the future novelist was 5 years 
of age, he was once punished by his 
mother for some naughtiness of which 
he was guilty. 
Mine. Merimee, who 
was an artist, aud who was at the time 
engaged at her easel, put the culprit 
out of the room aud closed the door 
upon him.

The little Prosper, already penitent, 
anxiously besought forgiveness through 
the closed door, expressing great con­ 
trition and promising good behavior, 
but the door remained inexorably shut. 
Finally, after much effort, he opened it 
aud dragged himself upon his knees to­ 
ward bis motlier. His piteous supplica­ 
tions and 
his 
pathetic 
attitude so 
amused Mme. Merimee that she began 
to laugh. 
Instantly rising from his lowly pos­ 
ture he exclaimed indignantly, “ Since 
you mock me I will never ask pardon 
again.” He kept his word. 
Thus was 
sown the seed of a certain cynical phil­ 
osophy that tainted his after life.
